Is Coke it? Or is Pepsi the 
drink that the “Generation Next” 
will be drinking? The University, 
in connection with the Students’ 
Union, is looking into a one-bev- 
erage deal with either of the two 
beverage mega-corporations. 

According to Bill Smith, 
general manager of the Students’ 
Union, “it means that the 
University and the students are 
reaching an agreement with one 
supplier, under which that 
supplier provides beverages 
exclusively, and pays certain 
monies for the right to do that.” 

Initial figures, which include 
beverage volumes, are being sent 
out within the next two weeks. 
“Then they take it away, and bea- 
ver away at it,” said Smith. The 
companies should submit their 
own proposals by mid-January. 

Although the amount of 
money offered for the rights to

beverage sales on campus is the 
main issue, it isn’t the only 
criterion being used to select 
which company gets to sell here. 
Rules of engagement are being 
strongly suggested to protect 
students from price increases. 

“It may be based on the price 
of sugar, or aluminum, but they 
need to justify them through a 
set of mechanics that we will de- 
fine. It’s not just a case of them 
saying ‘oops, guys. Prices are up 
10 per cent,’” said Smith. 

And according to Smith, 
“One hundred per cent of the net 
proceeds after expenses go to 
students.

Instead of putting the SU’s 
cut straight into general rev- 
enues, Smith thinks it will be put 
into specific initiatives or pro- 
grams.

When asked if he was wor- 
ried about resistance from stu- 
dents or staff, he was certain 
there would be some, but that the 
numbers would probably not 
warrant any response. 

“The statistics that the cold 
beverage industry has indicated 
[are] that one per cent of people 
are so concerned that they'll 
walk away if their preferred bev- 
erage is not available. So if one 
per cent feel that way, and [Coke 
and Pepsi] are pretty much fifty— 
fifty in terms of market share, 
about half a per cent of the 
people on campus are going to 
feel so strongly, at least in the 
early days, that they won’t take 
what’s offered.” 

Although Smith is sworn to 
silence in terms of the actual 
amount of money to be gained, 
since “confidentiality clauses” 
between his organizaton and the 
other players won’t allow it, he 
says that there are big dollars 
involved. 

“That’s done for [a] very 
good reason. Neither Coke nor 
Pepsi want to go to [Queen’s 
University,] for example, and get 
hit over the back of the head be- 
cause of a [better] deal in Mani- 
toba, under different circum- 
stances. But I will tell you, from 
everything I’ve seen, having 
been involved with this since the 
very early days, it is an ex- 
tremely big number.”

DONORS OPT FOR ACADEMIC AWARDS; NEW CASH EXPECTED IN SPRINGTIME

This Monday, a meeting of the 
executive committee of the 
General Faculties Council [GFC] 
resulted in the final approval of a 
number of new undergraduate 
awards. 

In total, 38 new scholarships 
and bursaries were approved after 
a recommendation from the 
Undergraduate Awards and 
Scholarship Committee [UASC], a 
subdivision of the GFC. 

These new awards will be 
available next year, appearing in 
the 1998-99 University of Alberta 
Calendar.

Release of Kurdish political prisoner sought

At a time when most would 
rather sit in front of the TV than 
take a stand, a small group of U of 
A students and members of 
Edmonton’s Kurdish-Canadian 
community are fasting in the hopes 
that the Canadian government will 
take action to free political prisoner 
Leyla Zana. 

Specifically, Ekrem Kolay of 
Edmonton, father of second year 
science student Gulcin Kolay, has 
been on a hunger strike since Oct. 
22. “He is on a hunger strike to 
speak up for Leyla Zana, a Kurdish 
M.P. elected to the Turkish parlia- 
ment, who was invited by the U.S. 
Congress to give a testimony of the 
treatment of Kurds in Turkey,” said 
Gulcin Kolay. “In 1994 the Turkish 
government branded her speech as 
treasonous and used it to convict

Gary Zarbock is hoping that the 
U of A will see its way clear to 
accepting his electronic text books 
for use by visually impaired stu- 
dents. 

Zarbock was at the University 
this week to discuss a possible deal 
between the U of A and his 
company, Compu-Scribe. The 
Calgary-based Zarbock has started 
a small business that specializes in 
producing electronic versions of 
published school texts for visually 
impaired students and professors. 
Zarbock describes the process as 
“taking a print book, which to the 
print disabled is about as 
comprehensive as a stone tablet, and 
translating that tablet into a format 
that is usable.” 

Zarbock uses the term “print 
disabled” to describe “individuals 
who, due to blindness, low vision, 
dyslexia, or quadropolega would 


her of treason and sentenced her 
to 15 years in prison,” continued 
Kolay. 

Ekrem Kolay vows that he will 
not eat anything until Zana is 
freed. The other supporters are 
fasting during the day, or longer if 
they can. 

“Basically, we want the Cana- 
dian government to pressure the 
Turkish government to release 
Leyla Zana,” stated Kolay. “We and 
Amnesty International recognize 
her as a prisoner of conscience.” 

Zana was nominated for the 
Nobel Peace Prize in 1996 and won 
the prestigious Sakharov Peace 
Prize in Europe in 1995. 

Kolay said that students who 
want to show their support can 
“come and visit us at Augustana 
Lutheran church or contact your 
MP or anyone who you think 


might have some influence.” 
Kolay mentioned that little has 
been accomplished so far and that 
their location had to be moved toa 
downtown church from Canada 
Place after their two week agree- 
ment expired because “the people 
at Canada Place didn’t want a per- 
son to die on public property.” 
Nicole Myshak, president of 
the U of A branch of Amnesty In- 
ternational, said, “We can’t do any- 
thing in the name of Amnesty In- 
ternational because the organiza- 
tion doesn’t, at this point, have a 
position on hunger strikes, but we 


as individuals are going tosupport F 


the cause because we support the 
human rights issue.”

The e-text can be adapted for 
use with a PC to provide large print 
or voice synthesized translations of 
text books. The U of A has adaptable 
computers on campus, with both a 
voice synthesizer and voice 
recognition, making it faster and 
easier for students to access the text. 
According to Marion Vosahlo, 
the director of Services for Students 
with Disabilities (SSD) on campus, 
they currently accommodate 
between 20 and 25 totally blind or 
partially sighted students in reading 
rooms set up with volunteers 
reading text books. There are other 
resources available at the centre 
such as books on tape, and a difficult 
and time consuming system for 
scanning texts onto a computer.

Zarbock wants to remind stu- 
dents to inform their print-disabled 
peers about the service, since The 
Gateway is available only in a form 
they cannot access.

I have prided myself over the past six months on living 
_according to that saying. That is the main reason I am hav- 
ing such a good time. But to keep in line with the expecta- 
tions of all students I want to give everyone an idea of what I 
am going to be working on in the second half of my term as 
your President. 


TUITION 


I am going to be spending a lot of time talking to students, 
faculty, members of the administration and elected officials _ 
about the yearly raises in our tuition. We have, over the past 
several years, experienced severe inflation in our tuition 
rates. I am concerned that this university is now at the point 
where it is becoming increasingly difficult for individuals to 
afford a quality post-secondary education. I plan on opening 
the debate of whose responsibility it is to pay for university 
education with the government. At present, the provincial 
government insists that students should be responsible for 
30% of the cost of their education. If this means that our 
tuition is going to be around $6,000 a year, then I say that is 
too much. In my mind, Canadian universities should be 
available to all those who are academically qualified -- not 
just those who can afford it. 


I plan on also working with the university administration 
to discover new ways of raising revenues so that they do not 
have rely exclusively upon yearly maximum tuition increases. 
So far things look very encouraging since the debate sur- 
rounding tuition increases has already made it to GFC and 
the Board of Governors; this is the earliest that anybody on 
campus other than students has been talking about our 
tuition. I intend to keep students fully aware of what is going 
on at the university level, so that you know exactly where the 
discussion is going. 


The involvement of all students in the discussions sur- 
rounding our tuition is absolutely vital. That is why I have 
struck an ad hoc committee that will help me put ideas 
together for communicating the situation of students to the 
decision-makers. I invite all students who have an interest in 
the cost of their education to contact me with the intent of 
joining our discussions. I feel that this is the year that every- 
one on campus has to come together to deliver a strong mes- 
sage to the government, the university and the community -- 
that students are deeply concerned about the issue of finan- 
cial access to the University of Alberta. 


OUTREACH 


This has always been important to me, because | think 


that if the Students’ Union is there to serve students, it has 
got to know what students are thinking and feeling. I have 
made it a priority of mine to get as many people involved in 
the SU as possible and to also bring the SU to all students 
on campus. This means spending time out of the office and 
just being a student. So far the executive has worked hard to 
learn about the campus issues firsthand by stepping out the 
SUB and being across campus. While learning about these 
issues, though, we want to be able to let everyone know 
about what the SU is all about and what incredible opportu- 
nities exist for all students at the UofA. 


I am still experimenting at this point with the most effec- 
tive ways of communicating upcoming events and projects of 
the SU to the student body. This may involve stopping by 
some of your classes throughout the year — so don't by too 
upset if I intrude on your calculus. We are also looking at 
ways of communicating the messages of the SU to you in 
your classrooms without disrupting your lectures. At this 
point don't ask me how. 


The Executive is extending its outreach activities to other 
parts of campus (Faculte St. Jean, Corbett Hall, Law...) since 
the UofA is not just SUB. I am hoping that we will be able 
to have forums or question and answer periods with the 
Executive throughout campus, which would be clearly adver- 
tised in the Gateway. 


SURVEY 


I am currently looking at the feasibility of a survey for the 
second term of university that would be campus-wide. The 
purpose of such a survey would be to identify the priorities 
and the issues that students at the UofA have on a variety of 
levels: academic, financial, service, non-academic. 
Ultimately this survey would have the goal of “grading” the 
university and the educational environment that it provides. 
Essentially, students would be asked to give their institution 
a mark to determine whether or not the UofA satisfies the 
standards of the student body. 


This kind of evaluation is very important and could lend a 
lot of force and credibility to the voices of students on cam- 
pus. Every year universities across the country eagerly await 
the results of the Maclean's Survey, and it is regarded as the 
main method of comparing institutions. No attempt, howev- 
er, has ever been made to gain the opinions of the students at 
their own institution. What indicator could be more impor- 
tant to the UofA than the satisfaction of its own primary cus- 
tomers: the students. This survey would hopefully’ provide 
the university with another (and some would argue more 
important) indicator of how well it is doing -- based on the 
views of the students. 


Such a survey would consume a lot of the Executives’ time 
from the planning right through to the actual implementa- 
tion. It would be a valuable experience, however, for all those 
concerned since the SU would be at the forefront of student 
issues On campus and everyone who has a stake in the uni- 
versity would have the opportunity to speak. I am really 
excited by the prospect of issuing the UofA its own “report 
card” the next time a controversial issue such as tuition 
increases comes up. This survey of the university could also 
form the basis of an on-going evaluation of the UofA, ulti- 
mately benefiting the university and its students. 


he intent of this statement is to give you an idea of 

what I am currently engaging myself in-and an 

honest attempt to get the students of this universi- 
ty to get themselves involved with their SU. Ask the tough 
questions, hold us to our words, give us new things to think 
about — challenge your SU Executive. I am looking forward 
to this kind of challenge!

Denouement 
The last word on Space Moose 


I am a feminist, and I find Space 
Moose funny. 

From the very beginning, I have 
been personally divided on the issue of 
our latest “controversy.” I can sympa- 
thize with many of the objections to the 
censored Space Moose comic. It bothers 
me that some very real concerns about 
the trivialization of violence against 
women have been dismissed as the un- 
controlled screeching of an extremist 
group of feminazis. I’m disturbed that 
the comic has provoked a backlash 
against feminism in general and Take 
Back the Night in particular. And, I’m 
angry that The Gateway has been labelled 
a misogynistic publication because of 
this episode, since nothing could be fur- 
ther from the truth. 

However, I don’t regret our decision 
to publish the Space Moose website and 
the remaining strips in the series. The de- 
mands that Space Moose be eradicated 
from The Gateway, the Internet, and the 
remainder of the known universe are 
unreasonable. Adam Thrasher did not 
create violence against women by draw- 
ing “Clobberin’ Time.” His cartoon is a 
reflection of attitudes that are already 
present in our society. Censoring Adam 
won't change those attitudes: it will only 

. drive them deeper underground and 
prevent any real examination of the 
problem. 

Nor do I regret our adding fuel to 
the fire by printing Adam Thrasher’s 
attacks on the faculties of women’s stud- 
ies and political science. Although his 
comics did perpetuate negative stere- 
otypes, no individual or institution is 
above criticism. It would be hypocriti-

cal for us to protect Women’s Studies 
from harm when members of that same 
faculty denounce other groups and de- 
partments. It is The Gateway’s job to 
question the world around us and print 
material that other papers wouldn’t go 
near. That doesn’t mean we have a 
clearly defined agenda. We welcome 
contributors from all parts of the politi- 
cal spectrum, and do the best we can to 
present a balanced picture to our read- 
ers. There is no “conspiracy” here. We 
print the views of the students who are 
motivated enough to write for us. Our 
writers are chosen on the basis of abil- 
ity — not ideology. I challenge people 
who feel that their views haven’t been 
expressed by The Gateway to come in 
and add their voices to the debate. 

I may be responsible for the content 
of this paper, but that doesn’t mean that 
I agree with everything we print. I’m 
not out to try and brainwash the entire 
campus by suppressing points of view 
that make me feel uncomfortable. I am 
aware that some of the views we print 
are hurtful, and I have to admit that I’d 
sleep easier some nights if I could cen- 
sor everything that might offend some- 
one. 

But let’s face it: regardless of which 
“side” you were on, the Space Moose 
debate probably made you think, which 
means that we're living up to our obli- 
gations as a student newspaper. Hope- 
fully, we can now get past this issue and 
start stirring up some new controver- 
sies that aren’t about us.

The Deal 


I was disappointed to 
read Leslie Church’s article 
in Tuesday's Gateway — not 
because she didn’t make any 
good points (she did), but 
because she made little effort 
to impart the balance which 
is crucial to this vitally im- 
portant issue. And it is that 
important. 

She noted that Stephen 
Curran had indicated that 
only 1% of students care 
whether they’re drinking 
Coke or Pepsi, and she sug- 
gested that this implied he 
was claiming to speak for 
99% of students. That’s un- 
fair and inaccurate because 
he was merely relating to 
Council the established fact 
that only 1% of people care 
sufficiently to walk.away 


. rather than buy their non- 


preferred brand. The com- 
ment that the proposed deal 
would not create a mo- 
nopoly because students 
“could walk off campus” 
was certainly made, but it 
wasn’t made by me. 

I would like to offer 
some background so that 
students can ponder on this 
issue from a rather more in- 
formed perspective than 
Leslie’s article allows. 

I was asked by last 
year’s SU executive to par- 
ticipate in the University’s 
committee established by Dr. 
Fraser to consider the imple- 
mentation of a campus- 
wide, single source cold bev- 
erage (SSCB) deal. Based on 


what we had seen in the me- | 


dia and heard from other 
schools, we were under no 
illusion that this was a po- 
tentially huge deal, and we 
felt that there was the poten- 
tial for student gain and stu- 
dent loss, so I was flattered 
that they had sufficient faith 
in me to send me there. 

My first comment in the 
committee was that the de- 


gree to which the deal would 
be acceptable to students 
would be determined by the 
degree to which it benefitted 
students. That comment was 
heard, and the University 
decided that its share of the 
net residuals from the deal 
would be delivered not to its 
general revenues, but to stu- 
dent scholarships'and bursa- 
ries. The SU would deliver 
its share to whatever stu- 
dent-serving purposes 
Council sees fit to approve. 
What this means, quite sim- 
ply, is that the money is go- 
ing to students. We are de- 
termined to protect student 
interests in every way, in- 
cluding pre-defined mecha- 
nisms which ensure that 
price increases in subse- 
quent years are justified. 

Major SSCB deals are al- 
ready in place at schools 
such as UBC, BCIT, Calgary, 
Manitoba, Western and Ot- 
tawa. They have all involved 
a decision to sacrifice choice 
in order to enjoy very signifi- 
cant financial and other ben- 
efits. Those benefits have 
generally been used to so- 
lidify support to students, 
but not all of those schools 
have been as ready as ours 
to channel their full share of 
the residuals to students. 

Unfortunately, business 
deals of this magnitude in- 
evitably involve a high de- 
gree of confidentiality be- 
cause Coke and Pepsi do not 
want to be hit over the back 
of the head at Queen’s with 
a deal they signed in very 
different circumstances at 
Manitoba. If it were our 
choice it would be a com- 
pletely open matter, but if it 
becomes an open matter 
there won't be any deal. 

As some who is paid to 
work for students, and who 
has been trying very hard to 
do a good job of that for over 
fourteen years, I believe we 
are on the verge of what 
should be an excellent deal 


for students. There are 
downsides such as the need 
for confidentiality and the 
loss of choice, but from eve- 
rything I have seen so far, 
the upsides will make the 
downsides pale into insig- 
nificance. We will make sure 
of that or there will be no 
deal —at least, no deal with 
student support. ;

Othello 

by William Shakespeare

In spite of all the havoc Iago wreaks 
upon the great Moorish general Othello and 
his virtuous wife Desdemona, it is difficult 
not to admire Iago’s amazing capcity to read 
down to the bare souls of everybody around 
him, manipulating not only the foibles, but 
also the virtues of others, pushing them into 
a spiraling path to destruction. He is un- 
doubtedly a villain, but he is also one who 
turns duplicity into an art form. 

In Michael Langham’s production of 
Shakespeare’s Othello, the audience strug- 
gles with a constant feeling of complicity 
with Iago (played by Stuart Hughes). We are 
reviled by the callousness and senselessness 
of his villainy, but while we sit in the plush 
seats of the Maclab stage and glance down 
at the action before us, we cannot help but 
snicker in a paradoxical mix of horror and, 
yes, delight that such a vile man can pass 
himself off as “an honest man” before all 
those around him — all those except us, that 
is. After all, we are the only ones to whom 
Iago directs his shocking, remorseless, and 
boastful plans to bring Othello to his ruin. 
While we may despise Iago’s ruthlessness 
and pity Othello and Desdemona, we are 
also voyeurs who derive a sense of pleasure 
out of a masterfully constructed play which 
revolves around Iago’s gross, unfathomable 
villainy. 

Hughes’ performance as Iago empha- 
sizes his small, non-descript appearance be- 
fore the other characters. Instead of playing 
Iago as a suave charmer, Hughes plays Iago 
as just another ordinary guy. But this is ex- 
actly what makes Hughes’ Iago so frighten- 
ing. He is not simply a charismatic smooth 


talker whose lies convince the valiant and 
wise Othello that Desdemona is unfaithful. 
He is an insidously unimposing character 
who appears jovial and humble before all 
the other characters. When Hugh explodes 
with the phrase, “I hate Othello!” as soon as 
he is alone on stage, audience members were 
truly shocked — even though most of them 
were already familiar with the play. 

Allen Gilmore offered a solid perform- 
ance as Othello. He played the Moor as an 
older officer past his physical prime, but full 
of wisdom and quiet charm, nevertheless. 
This is much truer to Shakespeare’s text than 
some productions of Othello starring much 
younger Othellos, such as the Hollywood 
production starring Laurence Fishburne. 


While we may despise Iago’s 
ruthlessness and pity Othello and 
Desdemona, we are also voyeurs 
who derive a sense of pleasure out of 
a masterfully constructed play which 
revolves around Iago’s gross, 
unfathomable villainy. 


Gilmore’s performance showed a sharp con- 
trast between a man of admirable leadership 
and gravity at the beginning of the play and 

“aman consumed by jealousy and despair at 
the end of it. 

Michael Spencer-Davis’s Roderigo was 
one of the highlights of the production, pro- 
viding the play’s comic relief. In love with 
Desdemona, his character was petty and 
absurd, but also a victim of Iago, who be- 
friends him and uses him, and everyone else, 
as a pawn. 

But the best performances came from the 
women in the play: Megan Follows as 
Desdemona and Jane Spidell as her maid 
Emilia. Follows played Desdemonaas an in- 
telligent, gracious, and independent woman. 
Her performance with Spidell in the scene 
where Desdemona sings the “willow song” 
before her death scene is outstanding. The 
scene runs the risk of appearing self-pitying 
and mopey, but in this production, the scene

is full of depth and poignancy. 

Spidell’s busty, wry-humoured Emilia 
was full of fiestiness without becoming a 
caricature. Her pain and tragedy is almost 
as pitiable as Desdemona’s since she dies 
with the torturous guilt of having uninten- 
tionally participated in her husband Iago’s 


vile schemes. 

Langham’s Othello brings together high 
calibre performances from a talented cast. 
But it’s still hard to get over the fact that 
without Iago’s perverse villainy, there would 
be no catalyst from which to build the in- 
triguing plot of Othello.

Get your butt to this movie. It’s free. It’s 
important. It has won awards. It’s been se- 
lected for a screening at the prestigious 
Sundance Film Festival. It won Best Bio/His- 
tory Documentary at HotDocs in Toronto 
last February. The topic is the “story of Cana- 
da’s Aboriginal war veterans” and it’s prob- 
ably the least boring documentary you’ve 
ever seen. 

The first things you hear in Forgotten 
Warriors are men’s voices talking about why 
they decided to enlist in the army. Their story 
is indiscernible from any other soldier’s 
story, regardless of race — up to a point. In 
general, men and women joined the Cana- 
dian Army because they felt they could pro- 
tect their family and country, because their 
friends were going and they weren’t about 
to be left behind, and because there were no

jobs. For Aboriginal men and women, 
though, this fight was also for their land — 
but not for Canada, and not for the King. 
This National Film Board production 
chronicles the experiences of the Aboriginal 


men and women who fought in both World 
Wars, the Korean War and numerous other 
battles. It follows their journey, told mostly 
in their own words and voices, from Canada 
to distant strange lands overseas. It tells of 
their exposure to different cultures and the 
sense of comradeship they felt with their fel- 
low soldiers. Sounds familiar? It could be 
any soldier’s story. 

But the story is different when these First 
Nations people came home because they 
were no longer considered First Nations 
people. Enlistment in the Canadian Army 
was considered grounds for enfranchise- 
ment: in other words, they lost their special 
“Indian” status and were now Canadian citi- 
zens. They were also deprived of the lands 
set aside for returning soldiers by the War 
Measures Act. If they, indeed, received lands, 
it was most often from their own reserve 
lands. Some gift. 

This movie tells the story from the be- 
ginning to the end. But, it’s not the end. This 
issue is not over; it is only beginning to be 
rectified. The next chapter in this story is 
only beginning. Fighting for recognition of 
their sacrifice as soldiers, the story of Cana- 
da’s Aboriginal veterans is a compelling one. 
Go see it. Not only is it free, but I haven’t 
told you everything. See you there.

Jann’s music was melancholy, but her bon 
mots were brilliantly funny. The crowd ranged 
from young to old and polite to obnoxious. 
While some songs were simple and sparse, 
others were all-out rock. And when compar- 
ing opening act Beautiful Joe to Jann Arden 
herself, the tone of the entire performance 
went from amateurish to pure professional- 
ism. Yes, the Jubilee Auditorium was awash 
in contradictions on Tuesday night during 
Arden’s fabulous variety show. 

Those who only knew Ms. Arden as a 
chanteuse of romantic ditties might have ex- 
pected her concert’s atmosphere to be quiet, 
lush and intimate. But a much more accurate 
depiction of Arden would be “Roseanne with 
the ability to sing.” Jann likes to put a smile 
on your face before cleaning it off with tears. 
She told tales of backstage life at the Juno 
awards where she got into a fight with Shania 
Twain and Celine Dion while Anne Murray 
watched, explaining “she is pretty much al- 
ways so drunk she can’t do anything else.” 
She also performed impersonations of her 
mother, who tells her: “for God’s sake do 
something with your hair.” 

Jann’s humour was sharp, clever and al- 
ways a little self-deprecating. This was cer- 
tainly evident when she dealt with her ardent 
supporters, who could not refrain from yell- 
ing repeatedly that they loved her. Her re- 
sponse was vintage Arden: “Well that’s nice, 
but where were you in 1980 when I needed 
you for my high school graduation?” 

Aside from the comedy, how was the 
music, you ask? It was fantastic. Her voice was 
clear and in fine shape, and her backing band 


was dynamite. Each member of the band was 
given a moment of their own to shine, and 
none of them disappointed. While it may have 
been nice to have a few more softer treatments 
of songs presented @ la the acoustic version 
of “Insensitive,” I could not find fault with 
any of her vocal stylings. This woman could 
sing. She had the audience in her grip from 
the opening beats of “Good Mother” — her 
first song of the evening. She belted, crooned, 
and rocked, pulling it all off without a hitch. 
In an amazing medley where she started sing- 
ing and then dared her band to join in with 
her, she showed off her diverse musical range. 
Some of the songs included in the medley 
were “Desperado,” “Snowbird,” “Staying 
Alive,” “Don’t Cry for Me Argentina,” and 
“I Will Survive.” Later, the crowd was treated 
to a half-remembered version of “Heart of 
Glass.” 

The only sour note of the evening came 
with the closing number. Upon returning to 
the stage after a thunderous standing ovation, 
Jann closed the show with “the most depress- 
ing song she ever wrote.” While it certainly 
was a good song, it killed the spirit of the 
evening, leaving the audience with their 
hearts a little heavier. 

In contrast to Jann’s smooth display of 
singing, the opening band Beautiful Joe was 
amateur looking all the way. Every time a high 
note was attempted, a squeal was issued, and 
harmony was not included in their package 
of songs. Failing to initiate any stage patter 
during the interminable pauses while they 
tuned their guitars, they filled the Jube with 
dead air, which caused some people in the 
audience to tune out. 

They tuned back in when Jann took over 
the stage, however. Overall, this was another 
winning performance from one of Alberta’s 
finest singers. Jann Arden is a great singer 
and performer. Catch her here while you can 
because it may not be too long before she 
leaves us like our last great Albertan chan-
